hip said if Tuason expressly 
ed Scunett and Co. to enter inta

Mr Pollock snid it would make a very 
materialdifference, assummg thatthe plai 
tiffs atory wits absolutely correct, and as- 
suming Tuason's story to be incorrect, and 
that Sennett's story was correct that Tuason 
authorised his-iirm to enter into the char- 
ter. Tho point amounted to this that Tua- 
son authorised Sennett and Co. to enter 
inte tho charter -party and that, Tuason did 
nut authorise Sennett and Co. to omploy 
any sub-agents.in the mattér. Ho sub- 
mitted-that Sennott and Co, was not au- 
thorised in this way, and-it was not com- 

ctent-of Sennett to employ Olsen and Co. 

‘ia sub-employment wag extremely dis- 
astrous, Because it appeared from Sennett’s 
evidence, that in December, 1895, Sen- 
nett got into financial squabbles with Olsen 
and Co., squabbles which had nut been 
squarcd up between them. Sennett’s 
evidenco was to the effect that Olsen and 
Co: had quite sufficient monies in their 
handa to pay the whole of the charter 
monies of the Skarpsno, but owing to the 
unfortunate disputes between the two 
firms tho charter toney waa only paid up 
to 18th December. Tho other point waa, 
he contended, that-the. plaintiffs claim for 
damages rested ontirely on the remark that 
the permit had not been returned in con- 
sequence of which the vessel wag detained 
at Kutchinotsu for ten days, and these ten 


days were sitnply wasted to the owners of 
the Skarpsne: Plaintiffs had not given any 
gvidence -which would entitle them ‘to 
damages on that head, and his Lord- 
ship onght to direct the jury that there was 
no evidence whatsoever upon which they 
could award to the plainuffs any -portion 
of the damages claimed. Whatever damage 
was sustained was due to the action of 
Messrs Wicler and Uo. in ordering th 
vossel to that port. . 

Mr Francis sdid the plaintiffs claimed 
damages on two grounds—general damages 
for breach of contract and special damages 
in respect of the non-return of the permit. 

Mr Pollock said the bare fact that. the 
ghip wag detained at Kutchinoteu by the 
diegligenea of the agents or the captain 
could not bind, defendant to pay any 
damages whatsoever. The only way in 
which ‘the plaintiffs sought to connect 
the defendants with the damages..was 
the non-return of the -permit. His 
Lordship had pointed; out’ that so long as. 
the charter continued in force the dcfend- 
ants wer bound to provide a permit to go 
to non-treaty ports. He contended that 
that stipulation of the charter could not he 
said to exist after the charter had been put 
an end to. a3 

His Lordship suggested that Mr Pollock 
need not go any further on that point.
